In general the hybrids are at their best the latter 
part of May and the lactiflora varieties about the twentieth 
of June in the Puget Sound country. The maximum range 
for us is May 5 to July 15. The very late varieties are 
not sure openers here.

Standard 3 to 5 eye divisions will be mailed Sept. — Nov. 
Plant the peonies according to enclosed directions as soon 
as received if possible. If planting must be delayed, the 
roots can be held in good condition by keeping the packing 
material moist. 


Few blooms should be expected the first year, but by 
the third year most varieties are well established.
